ANNUAL MEETING OF SHAREHOLDERS, 

This afternoon the annual meeting. of the 
sharoholders in and subscribers to the City 
Hall was held in that building. There were 
present : W. Keawick Esq, (in the chair), 
the Hons, IF.

The CHaraman : Yes; I do not know-that 
wo had any special obligation to do with it 
otherwise, because the Chineso have need 
the City Hall—the Museum part—very 
much, and a considerable portion of the 
money hos been spent as the Chinese wished 
it to be expended in new cases for spe- 
cimens. and jn various ways connected 
with the Museum, It would be desirable 

of course that the fund in its integrity 
should be preserved for the models and 
other things of a more attractive character 
from Home.

IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. . 
(Before His Hon, Mr Justice SNOWDEN ) 
August 25, 1877. :

This was a claim for damages for the non- 
delivery of 50 flasks of quicksilver, pur- 
oes of the defendant on the, 27th July 
1877. 
Mr Johnaon appeared for tho plaintiff, 
and My Brereton for the defendant, — 
jin opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr 
Johnson said the plaintiff was Mr Cohen, a 
gontloman very well known and was & 
broker for several years here, and the 
defendant was Mr McCulloch, s gentloman 
connected with the firm of Messrs Turner 
4 Co. This action arose out of a contract 
for the purobase of 100 flaska of quicksilver, 
60 of. which the defendant refused to de- 
diver, and the claim was for domage in 
respect thereof at $620, being the differ- 
ence between the price of quicknilvor at the 
date of sale and the prica at the date of 
delivery. The contract was a verbal one. 
On the 27th July last, the plaintiff wont to 
Messrs Turner & Co, to bay quicksilver 
and bought some from~the firm. While 
there, Mr McUulloch, who himself had 
quicksilver to sell, spake tobim, and offered 
tu sell some flaska to the plaintiff The 
plaintiff then contracted to buy 100 flasks 
from him at¢66 per pioul. The defendant 
said he had not the quicksilver at present, 
but that Me Cohen could take delivery of 
it when he got it. Now quicksilver was 
yery bu ky and was not easily transferable 
from hand fo hond ; it was a substantial 
commodity, ‘The plaintiff asked when de- 
livery could be had, and tho. defendant re- 
lied thathe did not know, but thathe would 
Bet the plaintiff know. In the course of 
the same day, Mr Cohen wrote to the de- 
fondant and the reply was that delivery 
could be had on the Slst July. On the 
3lst July, Mr Ochen wrote to Mr MoOul- 
looh for delivery, and after. one or two 
letters, Mr McCulloch sent two delivery 
orders, each for 50 flasks, to two Chinese. 
Mr Cohen sent these orders to his principal, 
the compradore of the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank, and two shrofis were sent to take 
delivery from the Chinamen, one going to 
ech. One of them got delivery and the 
money was pe for the same, but the other 
shroff could not obtain delivery, and it 
was for this non-delivery that the plaintiff 
wassuing, Directly dlivery could not be 
obtained of the second lot, Mr Cohen re- 
ceived aletter from the compradore, who 
wrote at the same time to Mr McCulloch. 
Mr Cohen saw Mr McCulloch (while 
on the point of writing to him, and 
asked him about the delivery, The, de- 
fendant thereupon repudiated the - con- 
tract, ‘saying his contract with Mr Cohen 
was to deliver to. him the delivery orders 
and not to deliver to him the quicksilver 
itself, that is to say that his contract 
was to deliver to Mr Cohen a piece of 
paper, Mr Oohen at. once denied that 
much was the contract, and a desl of corre: 
spondenos then ensued, but unfortunately 
no terms could be come to, Mr McTulloch

A COSSACK CHARGE. 


The correspondent of .» contemporary 
gives the following sccount of a charge of 
Don* Cossacks, which’ -ocourred before 
Biela :— \ 

Early this morning (July 9 
Don ‘Cossack Regt., part of the brigade 
commanded by General Stahl yon, Holstein, 
which forma part of the 12th Cavalry Divi- 
sion, were leading the advance on Rust- 
chuk, and riding. along the road near this 


village, when they found theix pasaage bar- | gi 


red by two rogiments of Turkish regular 
cavalry. Col. Cherkisaloff had but four 
squadrons with him, the othor two boing on 
flanking duty ; but his orders wore to clear 
the road, and the sturdy Cossack colonel 
‘ave the wordto his Cossack children to 
follow him with that end. The ground 
prevented tho superior numbors of .the 
‘Turks from onflanking him, and with thril- 
tng hurrahs they rode straight at the mass 
in front of them, The Turks aiso advanced, 
but at a trot, while the Cossacks. came on 
ata tearing gallop. There was a crash of 
lance and sword, and the Turks recoiled ; 
but the Cossacks had not physical weight 
enongh to put them to rout. ‘Novertholess, 
the two squadrons which charged firat bore 
them back, and then the’ othor two squa- 
drons wont in, and pushed the Turks further 
back, but these lattor rofused wholly, to 
lose. cohesion, and the cause of their stub- 
Thoy wheeled 
and disclosed some companies of infantry. 
and a couple of field guns that had come u 
in support. The blood of the Cossac 
colonel was up, but he was not brave with- 
out discretion.” Ho sent back to Genoral 
Arnoldi begging that he would support bim 
with his dragoons, who can, a8 already de- 
scribed,‘act as infantry. Meanwhile the 
indomitable Cossacks hammered away lus- 
tily at the much superior force, delivering 
soveral distinct. charges, successfully enga-,

A NIGHT WITH THE STARS, 
(ddlalide Observer.) 

Mony a night Ibad passed in the com- 
pany of stars, theatrical and otherwise, of 
greater or less magnitude ; but on a certain 
evening not Jong since Twonded my way 
towards tho Melbourne Observatory, where 
for the first time in my lifé I was by the 
kind invitation of the Government Astrono- 
mer privileged to pass o night with the stars 
celestial, Tho building stands on a portion 
of the Govycrament Domain not far from 
the now residonce of the Govemor. It lies 
in a secluded position at a considerable dia- 
tance from tho road, and thus that absolute 
quiet and frocdom from the tremor produc- 
ed on dolicato instruments by the passing 
traffic of o city which are so essential to 
astronomical work are secured. Tho build- 
‘ing is not a very large or imposing structure 
like that at Greenwich, but it is admirably 
adapted to tho climate, and in the complote- 
ness of its arrangements and the number 
and value of ita instruments may vie with 
the most celobrated observatories . of the 
world, In the contre building are the rooma 
devoted to tho various gentlemen connected 
with tho institution and to the large and 
valuable library. of astronomical ‘works. 
Beneath tho ground floor aro two rooms 
specially set spart for investigations, where 
an equable temperature is requirod. Here 
the regulation of chronometers and other 
similar work is performed. Above stairs 
the room set apart for meteorologial obser: 
vations. is situated, and also one for the 
equatorial, The magnetic and moeteorolo- 
gical instruments are numerous, and tho 
best of their kind, As, however, they are 
puch as aro to be found in most observato- 
ries, and havo already frequently been de- 
scribed in these columns, it is needless again 
to refer to them in detail. ‘To the left of 
the main structure ia a long low building, 
in which reposes tho great telescope, of 
which I shall presently speak. 

On my arrival Iwas conducted by the 
genial and kindly Assistant Astronomor, 
who had undertaken to be my guide and 
mentor for the night, to what is known 
as tho transit-room., Here tho valuable 
transit circle, by far the finest instrument 
of its kind in the colonies, is kept. A 
tranait instrument, as its name implies, is 
devigned for the purpose of caloulating.the 
position of any giyen star in the heavens 
by observing the precise time at which it 
passes across the field ‘of the telescope. 
For the purpose of measuring this exactly 
fine wires aro strotched across the field of 
the instrament. Those ere not, however, 
really wires of metal, as their name would 
seem to imply, but exceeding slender threads 
of spiders’ silk. Each of these wires: is 
placed at such a distance. that the time 
oconpied by the passage of a star between 


-| any two of them is about fhe fifteenth part 


of a second, The passage between the 
wires is quite ‘appreciable by the eyo; thus 
the sight becomes able to determine a 
period of time which would bs quite insen- 
ible to the hearing. The {na ent in 
Melbourne is seventy-two inches in focal 
length, andthe object-glass is five-inches 
in diameter, Jt was constricted by an 
eminent London firm under the direct per- 
sonol supervision of Sir Richard Airy, the 
Astronomer Royal, Tt is mounted on beau- 
fifl eupports of gan motal,-and is a most 
clogant picvo of workmanship, Attached 
to the instrument is a tranalt cirole con- 
structed of gua motal with an outer ring of 
allver, on which the dnor divisions are 
rierked.

The exact d of the star's 
passage has, “however, “bo caloulated 
much more exactly than’ this. : Lo enable 
tha-observer to do 80 a chronograph, as it 
is called, ia provided. ° This is a most in- 
onicus instrument, constructed, on the 
principle of tho Morse’ telegraph, in which 
the message is indicated on. a moving paper 
ribbon. ‘The chronograph lies on a table 
neat the observer, and is- electrically con- 
nected with the astronomical clock of the 
Observatory and the table: upon which the | 
‘transit ‘instrument is -fixed. As the clock- 
work of the cbronograph: moves the paper 
ribbon along the table’ at each, beat of the 
astronomical clock a aharp pointed stylet 
descends and marks on the paper each suc- 
cooding second. The ribbox is so-arranged. 
that each of the punctured marks is about 
dhroe-quarters of an inch apart, By the 
electrical connection with the stand of the 
transit the observer is enabled, without 
taking hia eye from the, ingtrament, to sot 
the chronograph in motion’ by touching o 
break circuit screw. He’ can’ also control 
the action of another stylet so as to cause 
it to descend and puncture the ribbon at 
any moment. In thin way the oxact instant 
at which any particular star is in the centre. 
of the field may be marked on tho passing 
ribbon, and the time’ of its transit calculat- 
ed to the hundredth part‘of o second. All 
‘this and much more was explained by my 
friendly guide as we stood in the room 
together silently watching. the observer 
ditting at the instrament and listening to 
the slow steady beat of the clock and the 
sharp tick of ‘the stylet as it descended on 
the paper-ribbon of the chronogtagh. _ So 
goon ag the observation, which was proceed- 
ing when we entered the room, was finished, 
my friend détormined that I should see for 
myself the possibility of observing by the 
eye the iminute lapses of time, of which I 
had boen somewhat eceptical. Accordingly 
he gave the instrument a slight turn, and 
Tsat down placing my eye at the point of 
vision. Before me was apparcntly .a field 
of darkness as if the window of the room 
had been thrown open to the sky. Across 
this were stretched bright silvery threads, 
which were the wires, Suddenly a minute 
point of light came in view. This waa a star. 
Eagerly I watched its entrance on the field 
of vision, and listened for the slow beat of 
the clock. Never before had J appreciated 
the enormously different zepisity of sight 
and hearing—never before the actual Jppas 
of time ‘which we call a second. Witha 
jerky sort of motion the ater seemed to 
pass before me, leaping, as it were, from 
wire to wire, Llistened to the clock, ond 
then saw that not only was it possible to 
estimate by the eye the period of the 
fifteenth part of a second, but without 
difficulty 1 could note the moment at which 
the star’ passed the central point between 
two of the bright threads of spiders’ silk, 
thus marking the thirtieth part of that 
period—in other words, the eighteen hun- 
dredth part of “a minute; ‘a thing to be 
conceived rather than calculated, 

But still’ greater marvels wore in store 
for me. Leaving, the transit observer to 
his work, we passed on to the special object 
of my visit, the greater tolescope, ‘This 
grand instrament, as ‘has been already stut 
ed, is accommodated. in a building apart 
from the Observatory. It.is under tho 
special charge of a gentleman already 
well. known to astronomical circles, and 
who, it is safe to prophesy, will make s 
name for himself as a discoverer among 
those strange starry clouds yclept nebuls, 
which he is at prevent chiefly ongaged in 
observing and delineating. The telescope 
house is ingeniously arranged with a mov- 
able roof, so that the instrument whengpt 
in use is protected from the weather, a 
comfortable apartment is provided for its 
guardian, When fhe felescope is at work, 
however, the roof, which runs on rollers,

on his easy chair can direct it with mar- 
vellous case to any portion of the heavens 
he may wish to examine: 


The toloacope is one of the largest in the 
world, being socond in size to the renowned 
instrument constructed for Lord Rosse, 
and only equalled by other two—one in 
Liverpool and the other in Malta. The 
construction of the instrument was under- 
taken by Mr. Grubb, F.R.S., under the 
direction of a Committee consisting of 
Lord Rosse, Mr. Warren dela Rue, and’ 
Dr. Robinson. The first question to be 
decided by tho Committee was the size of 
tho reflector. Six’ feet was talked of, but 
abandoned on account of the expense, and 
four feet was ‘finally selected. ‘The Com- 
mittee also recommended that tho tube of 
the telescope should be of metal latticework 
to lessen the disturbing influence of cur- 
rents of air in itd interior.

worlds, ‘ Thousands of them,” said I. 
“ Myriads,” quietly remarked the observer. 
That which you mistook for a.small star is 
in reality a group of worlds greater. in 
extent than those which your unaided aye 
can see around you. Again the observer 
turned his instrumont, directing it this timo 
towards the beautiful constallation of Orion, 
and bade-me look. There bétween the star 
which forms the belt and the first two or 
three which form the sword I saw a sort of 
faint light cloud. I was gazing on tho 
great nobula of Orion—that group of un- 
known luminaries which no homan oye, 
aided even by all the appliances of modern 
goience, had yet penetrated, and of the 
number and magnitude of which conjecture 
fails even to afford an’ catimate.. As I 
“gazed, and the recollection of what I had 
geen before came over me, my brain fairly 
 veeled. Thotights of the insignificance of 
earth, a mere unit in that vast assemblage 
of worlds seen and unseen, and of the power 
and the goodness of the Great Architect 
panes through my mind, and interming- 
ing with them like a birden or refrain the 
words of the Hebrew .singer— What is 
man that. thou art mindful of him, or the 
son of. man that Thou visiteat him?” 
Silently,and subdued I passed out into the 
grounds, feeling like one leaving tho portals 
of « chutch after listening to some solemn 
service, Midnight sounded. as I- tumed 
homewards, and thus ended my night. with 
tho stars, 


THE CHINESE AMBASSADORS. 


Their Exoolloncies the Ohinese Ambaa- 
sadora, Kuo Tajon and Lion Ta-jon, having 
expressed a wish to inepcot some of the 
most improved English agricultural ‘ma- | 
chinery in actual operation, accepted an 
invitation from Messrs Ransomes, Sims, 
and Head, of Ipswich, and arrived ‘io that 
town recently by the 10 o’clcck express 
from London, They were reooived by the 
Mayor: of Ipswich, Mr Cobbold, M.P., 
Mr RB. ©, -Ransome, and Mr John 
Head, and drove direct from the station 


to tho trial field, situated about two 8 


miles from the town, Here, after luncheon, 
the first machines. explained to their 
Excellencies were reapers, hay-makers, and 
other implements used in harvesting the 
grain and. hay crops, They afterwards 
poveeset to e piece of land which had just 

een cleared to watch trials of the horde 
and bullock ploughs, They were shown 
ploughs adapted to avery species of soil and 
climate, and wera particularly atruok with 
the economy in horses and men effected by 
the use of Ransomes’ patent double and 
three furrow ploughs. The next machine 
inspected was an: improved ateam-thrasher, 
with apparatus for chopping and bruising 
the straw. This machine is specially adapt- 
ed for hot countries whore hay is not grown, 
and where the straw is hard and contains a 
large quantity of silica and woody fibro, ren- 


dering a softening and bruising operation : 


necessary before it can be eaten by the 
cattle. The beautiful precision with which

of acres are irrigatedby there engines, burn- 
ing only the refuse stalks of the cotton. 
plant, [t waa explained to the Chinose that 
these engives had been used during tho pre- 
sent year for driving machinery in some 
of the factories in the tea gardens at Assam, 
buraing only dry jungle-gra:s as fuel. The 
mill which was grinding the corn which had’ 
just been thrashed was next inspocted, and 
tho visitors afterwards turned their atten- 
tion to’ the steam plough on Fowler's 
patent which was at work on an adjoining 
piece of land, and they viewed with wonder 
the rapidity with which the plough turned 
over large masses of soll, and the ease with 
which the workmen handled the powerful 
engines and six-furrow plough, Irrigation 
-may be considered to be almost the key- 
stone of Chinese agriculture, and the Am- 
basaadors. watched with much interest the 
largo volume water of which was delivered 
by & ‘powerful contrifugal pump, and also a 
double-acting: steam pump- manufactured

‘A book-packet may contain any number 
of separate books or other publications 
(including printed or lithographed letters), 
photographs (when not on glass or in casos 
containing glass or any like substance), 
drawings, prints, or maps, and any quantity 
of paper, or any other substance in ordinary 
use for writing or printing upon; and the 
books or other publications, ptints, maps, 
&c., may ‘be cither printed, written, en- 
grayed, lithographed, or plain, or any 
Further, all legitimate 
binding, mounting, or covering of & book,

Goods sent for aale, or in execution of an 
order (however amall the quantity may be), 
or any articles sent by one private indivi- 
dual.to another, which are “not actual 
patterns or samples, are not admissible. 
Patterns or samples, when practicable, 
must -be sent in covers open at the ends, 
and in such a manner os to be easy of 
examination. But samples of seeds, drugs, 
and such like articles, which cannot be sent 
im covers of this kind,--but such articles 
only,—may be posted enolosed in boxes, or 
bags of liner, of other material, fastened 
in‘such @ manner that they may be readily 
opened; or, in the case of seeds, &o., for 
the United States of America, Holland, 
and its possessions, Belgium, irposae 
Greece, ‘Portugal and its possessions, an 
Switzerland; ia bags entirely closed, pro- 
vided. such .closed bags are transparent, £0 
ag to enable the Officers of the Post Office 
readily to satiafy themselves as to the | 
nature of the contents. . 

There must be no writing or printing 
upon or in any packet except the address 
of the person for whom {t is intended, the 
address of the sender, a trade mark or 
number, and the price of the articles. 

Samples of intrinsic value must not be 
sent to any foreign country except United 
Btates ; and in the case of France samples 
of eider down, raw or thread silk, woollen 
or goats’ hair thread, vanilla, saffron, 
earmine, or isinglass, are considered to fall 
under this rule if they weigh more than 
threa. ounces; and up to this weight raw 
and spun silk, as well as coloured and 
twinted-silk, may be sent to Germany,

To provide the greatest possible facilities 
for posting Corresponderice for Europe, 
é&e., up to the latest moment before the 
departure of the French Packets, arrange- 
ments have been made for receiving at the 
Post Office: late letters—except those to 
and through dustralia—from 11.16 a.m, to 
11.30 a.m. Each letter must bear a late fee 
of 18 cents extra postage. 

The above arrangement is intended to 
meet occasional emergencies, and not. for 
the regular posting of extensive correspon- 
dence,-- Should it be found, therefore, that 

‘ge and unmanageable numbers of letters 
are habitually thrown upon the Department 
at the last moment, 9 heavier late fee will 
be imposed. 

A similar supplementary Mail will be 
made up for Shanghai by the English and 
French Contract Steamers, the late letters 
being received from 10 minutes after; up 
to half an hour after the time of closing, 
| The late fee will also be 18 cents. .

The Post Office is not, by law, reaponsible 
for any loss or inconvenietice: which may 
arise from: the-non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (oven if the packet be re- 
gistered) ; nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its tranemission, . 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets which: are likely to suffer. from 
stamping or from great preasure sliduld be 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Post. Itshould be remembored 
that every packet has.to be handled several 
times; that 1t is exposed to considerable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag; and 
that, whenever the bag has-in the course of 
its transmiseion to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the-risk ‘of injury 
is much increased, 

No information.can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post. Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed. 
to be made public. A Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he has no.reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing so, 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to such effect be 
written thereon. : 

Postmasters are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and when money is pald at a Post Office, 
whether as change or otherwise, no question, 
as to its right amount, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from. the counter, 

Postmasters are not bound to welgh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so {if their duty be not thereby 
impeded, ——— a : 
- The practice of sealing. letters passing to 
and from the East'and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
{except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with serlous injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the molting of the wax and. 
adhesion of the letters to each other, The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use efther wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The rogistration of a packet makes. its 
transmission much more secure, {nasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumstances, a -regit« 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and this the-loss ofa registered 
i ig a very.rare occurrence. Neverthe: 
jess latge sims of. money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinery. of the Department {8 not 
arrabged with a view to such transmission, 
By law, the Post’ Office is not responsible 
for the safe. delivery of registered packets }
